In section VI (Argument)(which should be section VII) Appellant has not addressed each ground of rejection individually. 
For example, claim 31 is rejected on multiple grounds yet a single argument is set forth for both grounds of rejection. 
These arguments must be separated to address each ground of rejection individually, not in combination.
